Applicants argue that "nowhere does the cited portion of Thomas teach or suggest that a record of the user's request for a web page is 
stored". 

This is not persuasive. Thomas teaches server stores user demographic information and demographic information provided with user 
request. It is noted that in order to receive the demographic identifier and the request information, such information must stored (in 
memory of the server). 



Applicants argue that actual request for a web page is different from a stored record of a user's request. 

This is not persuasive. Thomas teaches when a request with user demographic information is received the request must be stored. 
Therefore, the stored user's request is the same as stored record of a user's request. 

Applicants argue that "the demographic information of Thomas does not comprise a "unique identifier associated with the content object 
included within the generated Web page" as recited in Claim 1". 

Thomas teaches generated web page includes a content object (image) having a unique identifier (URL) associated therewith (Thomas, 
col. 5, lines 14-29; col.6. lines 5-22). 
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
